From Wasl)lngtpn comes the news 
that the nrniy worm has appeared 
again In Texas and tlmt It has started 
to work Us way northward .right 
(through the regions where our wheat 
acids nourish. It isn't a problem of 
,fiiiardlng against, the vast swarms 
■which may have their origin In the far 
South, for tho.so purtlcuhir wcnius will 
really have but a circuniseribcd r.one 
of aggressive movement; the task Is 
to wnteh for (hem everywhere. The 
mildness of the, past winter has fa- 
vored the survival of many Insects that 
otherwise would have been killed. 
Therefore extra mlllloiii'^hf these In- 
.secta arc alive and multiplying their 
kind. 

The nrmy worm Is particularly de- 
structive to wheat, corn and other 
cereals,* grasses and kindred fonige 
plants. It Ik known to attack corn In 
a manner similar to the well known 
corn-ear \vnrm. The young larvae de- 
vour the tender folded leaves and, as 
the worms Increase In size, they fre- 
ntiontly burrow right into the heart 
. of the growing ear and destroy It. 
As far back as 1707 mention Is made 
In a natural history of the array 
wonn*s hurtful ways. During llie sum- 
mer and fall of 1845 the array worm 
busied it-self In riorlda, and ten years 
later It aroused apprehension. 

According to the entomologists there 
nmy be from two to three generations 
of the army worm during a single 
summer. And the same experts as- 
sure US tlmt each succeeding genera- 
tion usually becomes more destructive 
than that which preceded It. The nu-' 
thorltiea nre commonly agreed tliat the 
army worm, especially the fall army 
worm, Is of southern origin, and this 
fact helps to explain why It does not 
appear yearly in • conspicuously In- 
jurious numbers. Its Instinct prompts 
It to strive continually to obtain q 
foothold farther north than Its natural 
range, and here la where weather con- 
ditions play an important part In Its 
Jlfo history and Its propagation In 
higher latltCides. Ordinarily, If the 
season Is against them, they are killed 
off in great numbers during the fall 
and winter and therefore compara- 
tively few are left to nmltlply tlielr 
kind the following spring and summer. 
The early appearance of the army 
■worm In Texas may justify the fear 
that states considerably to the north 
have become restocked by the flight of 
the parent moths from the southern 
brocOlng grounds In the warm swamp 
lands. The moth which produces the 
fall nrmy Worm Is n mcnd»er of the 
night-flying variety, and Is of the same 
family -which Includes the parents of 
the baneful, cut worm, an Importation 
from the old world, with long- years of 
American acclimatization. 

It is the habit of tliose nocturnal 
moths to develop their eggs In clusters 
on grasses, but when these Insects oc- 
cur In very large numbers they do 
this on loaves and twigs of trees as 
well as on th*? outer walls of build- 
ings. The eggs are laid In lots of 
from fifty to sixty. The larvae at first 
are frequently so dark as to escape

of wintering Is of Interest. When fnll 
grown ihe larvae work their way into 
the, ground to a ticplh nmglng from 
a quarter of an Inch to an Inch and a 
(imirter. In the spclng the worms ap- 
pear, work their havoc and, after a 
brief while, re-enter the earth. They 
remain in the cocoon state for several 
weeks, at the conclusion of which thoy 
emerge as moths, which, In their turn, 
lay eggs and start again the evolu- 
tional life of the army worm. In the 
period of Its active career the army 
worm can do a deal of damage, and to 
eradicate the pest It Is ossciithU to kill 
the parent ninths as well iis to destroy 
the worms themselves. 

Luckily, the army worm has some 
natural enemies, and among these the 
sparrow Is probably the most effective 
because of Its numbers. The bluejn'y 
comes next, and then follow the tachlnu 
Ily nnd a certain variety of beetle. 
These foes will not sufllco to keep the 
army worm within bounds when their 
nnnie Is legloni and It is needful then 
to resort "to ranu-raado expedients. 
Trenching the fields, a generous use 
of kerosene and ample spreading of 
arsenical powders will aid in n crisis, 
but clean cultural methods will do 
much more toward eradicating the 
hibernating or slumbering pests. This 
Ib to snj', keep the edges of the fields 
and the hedges of the gardens free 
from long grass and weeds. w;hero th6 
larvae lurk;^ fall plowing will kill 
those that have already entered the 
ground^for wintering. Of course these, 
efforts^vlll not avail If the parent 
moths como from the South In the 
springtime. "We cannot expect to- de- 
tect the eggs and to destroy tlieni be- 
fore the worms are hatched out. 

Just when tho spindles of the world 
are preparing to resume their prewar 
activities, just when .so many of the 
nations nre anxious to obtain more cot- 
ton fabrics., comes tho unwelcome news 
that the cotton boll weevil Is up and 
doing with Increased energy. Again 
wc have tho past mild winter to thank 
In largo part for this disturbing state 
of affairs, a very cnnslderable per- 
centage of the hibernating weevils 
having survived whoii with colder 
weather they would have been In great 
measure exterminated. 

Tho experts tell us that the boll 
weevil In a single year may occasion 
a cotton loss of more than 400.000 
bales, nnd at prewar prices this would 
represent a money sacrifice of quite

Since 1001 
the annual Infested territory 1ms aver- 
aged 20,880 square miles. In 100-1, an 
exceptional season, 51,500 square miles 
became infested.

This ravaging 
creature apparently will not feed upon 
any other plant— It Just Insists upon 
eating tho precious cotton boll. 

Like many others of the conspicu- 
ously Injurious Insects present In this 
country, tho cotton boll weevil Is not 
a native of the United States. Its 
place cf origin, so tlie cntomblogists 



On tbe tiridersldc of cotton leaves, on 
tho midrib, or principal vein, and some- 
tiiucB on two other veins, can be found 
a little elongated depression which 
usually looks sticky nnd frequently 
holds a drop of liquid. • On the outside 
of the squares at the base of each 
bract or leaflet nre other little cups, 
nnd between the bract and tlie bud 
Itself are three more cups. At the 
bottom of the fiower cup still xnoro of 
these tiny vessels are found. They 
are called nectar cups because they 
exude a sweet liquid. This Is the tip- 
ple that tbe boll wcevU is drawn to. 

Tho adult Uoll weoTll Is about one- 
fourth of an Inch In length, but Its 
size depends upon tbe amount of food 
that it contains while la the larvae 
stage. Tlie boll weevil passes tho win- 
ter In the adult condition. In ^the 
spring and throughout the fruiting 
season of cotton tbe eggs are deposited 
by the females In cavities formed by 
eating into tho fruit of the plant. An 
egg hatches under normal conditions 
m about throe days and the grub Ira- 
mediately begins to food. In from 
seven to twelve days tho grub passes 
into its pupal stage, corresponding to 
the cocoon of butterfiles. and moths. 
This stage lasts from three to five 
days. Then the adult Issues and In 
about five days begins the production 
of another generation. Males and 
females are produced In .about equal 
numbers. The males feed upon tho 
squares and the bolls without moving 
until the food begins to deteriorate. 
The females refrain from depositing 
eggs In squares Tlelted by other 
females. , As many as fifteen larvae 
have been found In a single boll. 

A consen'tttlye estimate of the 
progeny, of a slnglo pair of weevils 
during a season, beginning on June 20 
and extending to Kovember 4, is 12.-

(bat the boll weevil can he held greatly 
In check by proper cultural processes 
nnd also by the use of Insecticides 
which can bo sprayed upon tbe plants 
at certain stages of their growth. By 
tlio latter process the weevirs drink 
can he poisoned, and as It slakes Its 
thirst n't least once every day Its 
doom can be sealed.

Waslilngton, Sept. 8.— Rcacilon from 
the UiKh 1)1-100 Itivul cstubUslit-'d thirlUK 
me war has set lu. says the luderul re- 
serve board's review o£ buylaesa cou- 
iltlons In August. 

Not ouly are some footlstuffs declin- 
ing In cost to the cousuuier, but the 
price of wearing aRparel; such as tex- 
tiles aail shoes, also has been affecicd. 
tlie review says. 

Business continues at an "extremely 
bigh level," and confldouce of a satis- 
factory solution of the wage and price 
problems was reportcU from all sec- 
tions of the country. 

•'During August, factors which had 
not hitherto arrested much attention 
BxerdseU great Inlluence ou the busi- 
ness Bituation." the hoard's statement 
said. "Itefereace is nuide, of course, 
to tJie problem of coaimodlly i)rices. 
In particuhir those going to muUe up 
the cost of living, and to the conse- 
auent condition of labor unrest. 

•'Whereas previously cmphiisis Imd 
been placed upon the great activity 
aiBplnyed by business, the problem of 
price readjustment and tlic dllllcultics 
connected with It now bulk largest. 
Discussion In connection with this re- 
adjustment is particularly centered up- 
on tlio problem of the relation of 
wages and prices. 

"A movement toward lower prices 
appears to be in progress In certain 
directions, prices of certain fnodstulTa 
are declining, aS: a feeling of conser- 
vatism is noticeable In certain lines, 
Buch as the textile and shoe Indus- 
tries, In which price advances hiid pre- 
viously been most marked, 'resales' at 
some concession in price being re- 
ported. 

"Reports from tho federal reserve 
agents generally Indicate a feeling of 
confidence that a satisfactory solution 
of the price and wage problems will 
bo reported. The actual volume of 
business transacted continues at an 
extremely hlgli level for the present 
season of the* year, although transpor- 
tation dlfilcuities and shortage of la- 
bor have been hampering factors In 
certain lines. 

**The, agricultural outlook on tho 
whole Is distinctly le.ss favorable than 
a month ago, although tho large acre- 
age sown In certain cases will com- 
pensate for decreased yield per acre. 
Cotton in particular Is In poor condi- 
tion. 
"Iloflcctlng the feeling of uncertala- 
which prevails, the volume of spec- 
latlon has abated, and declines In 
e price of securities have occurred. 
,. -he general business situation, how- 
ever, Is nt bottom strong." 

Discussing labor conditions, the 
board recorded that reports from the 
majority of districts designate the sit- 
uation' as "unsettled." 

In certain dl.strlcts a decreasing efll- 
clency of labor Is remarked, which la 
ascribed to relaxation from war-tlmo 
pressure for maximum production. At 
tlic same time additional demands 
made by the workers have been grant- 
ed, in large part due to the; genera! 
shortage of labor which exists In many 
sections.

DENIES COAL IVIEN'S CLAIM 



Washington, Sept. O.^lnterventlon 
In Russia to crush bolshevlsai and to 
establish a government representative 
of tho Russian people Is the duty of 
tlie United States, according to Capt. 
Jacob A. Harzfeld of Ivansas City. He 
tias been at the army war college since 
Ills return from Archangel a few 
amnths ago, but was released from 
that sen'lco last week. 

*'The United Stales must understand 
that the bolshevlsts are making war 
on this country," Captoln Llai-zfeld as- 
serted, "at this minute, as much as If 
they had battleships at our ports and 
armed forces on our sores. 

"Within two years It will take an 
army of millions to accomplish what u

"If we coatlnue to let things slide 
we only -postpone the day of fighting 
a far more terrible battle for our in- 
stitutions and our homes." 

Captain IlarzfeUI, who assisted In 
exchanging prisoners, was In the he[irt 
of bolJ^hevlst Russia as late as last 
May. He told of bolshevist oltorts to 
break tho morale of Americans, Brit- 
Isli and French soldiers. 

"Bolshevism Is growing," Captain 
riarzfold conuaenled, as he showed a 
"Red" leafiet circulated among the 
American trnnps. It said in part: 

"Dare to be free. Cease to be the 
slaves of "capitalists, landlords, law- 
yers and generals. Make a clean 
sweep of the whole accursed lot^ 

"Do ns we have done. Seize the 
whole auichlnery of state; form your 
Soviets of workers and soldiers' dele- 
pates, seize ihe mines, railways, mills, 
works, factories, hunks, all moans of 
production, exchange and of distribu- 
tion. Run them in your own Interest, 
and not In the interest of your own 
exploiters. Take away the land from 
the landlords and restore It to the na- 
tion. 

"Take away the printing ofllces from 
the bandits of the press and use It for 
the enlightenment of the people. Pro- 
claim that labor rules the world and 
that those who do not work shall imt 
eat. Get out of the wretched, miser- 
able slums in which your exploiters 
have kept you for ages, and take -up 
your abode In the houses of the rich 
built by the sweat of labor. 
"Do It now. 

"Stick to your arms and remem- 
ber thot you are millions and that 
your exploiters are a few. 

"The workers, soldiers and poor In 
every country are rising. Your ex- 
ample will carry still further the revo- 
lution on the path of complete victory 
over all Its enemies. 

"They will tell yon that there Is 
no need for a revolution In such coun- 
tries as England and the United 
States; that If you wish to establish 
socialism you can do so In an 'orderly 
and lopar manner by voting at the elec. 
tlons. Fiddlesticks. 

"If necessary, they will disfranchise 
you. 

"Bring down tho whole rnttcn edifice 
of the capitalistic state with the shat- 
tering blow of your arms."

Settlement of the strike came di- 
rectly after officlnls of the Interna- 
tional Alliance of State Employes and 
Motion Pictures Operators' had order- 
ed members employed In 109 theaters 
through llifi country where Shubert 
productions are being played to strike 
immediately. 

Eoth the stage hands' organization 
and the actors' association ore afllll- 
atod with the American Federation of 
Labor. 

Tho new nctors' Fidelity League, oi^ 
ganlzod since tho strike began by 
George M. Cohan in an attempt to 
force the Equity nssoclatlon to a set- 
tlement, had ho pnrt In the final con- 
ference and agreement. It was In- 
timated that the Fidelity would soon 
disband since the striking actors re- 
fused to recognize It.

Ue 
lielleve-s thnt the speech he delivered 
to the mer.'.bers of the chamber of cora- 
I XTWwiift'rtf St. Louis Is the best he yet 
"" has made nnd for this reason he ex- 
pressed the hope he may be able to 
nddrcss reosonably small audiences 
in the future. 

Aside from the particular features 
of the treaty there was much Interest 
here In ■ the president's words Inst 
r.lght on labor. The president has re- 
plied to Samuel Gomper's telegram re- 
;:ai'dluK the threatened strike of the 
steel workers hut the reply has not 
heon made public. "One of the dllh- 
cultlps Iri our labor situation," suld 
the president, "Is that there are some 
t-niployers who will not meet their em- 
ployees face tq face and talk with 

them." 

Among Home Folks. , 
The president was grateful for the 
respite here. From now until next 
Sunday when ho, reaches Seattle, ho 
will he constantly on the go. 

Although this Is. a strong Republl- 
llcan county, the president was among 
"home folks." One of his uncles, the 
late General William Duane Wilson, 
n pioneer of Iowa, lived In Des Moines. 
Ue was the 'Oldest brother of Presi- 
dent Wilson's father. 

Another thing that the President 
'. nUed about Iowa is that, besides rais- 
ing com, they raise babies out this 
way. There are 22 husky youngsters, 
21-wh.lte and one* black whose llrst 
names nro Woodrow Wilson. 
Would Foil Reds. 
A possibility that bolKhevIsm may 
spread In thrcotenlng proportions to 
the United States, unless the peace 
treaty Is ratified promptly, was sug- 
sestcd In the president's address here. 
The whole worid was waiting un- 
easily, he said, while the poison which 
]uid wrecked Russia was spreading 
■ jimong peoples who did not yet know 
what guarantees there were to he for 
liberty In the new world. 

Labor nnd capital in the United 
States, ho asserted, could not proceed 
intclllgeutly with their settlements, 
nor could great problems like the rail- 
road situation be solved while the sus- 
pense continued. 

Monroe Doctrine Safe. 
Mr, 'Wilson defended the Shantung 
provision of the treaty and said the 
league covenant section referring to 
the Monroe doctrine hud been Inserted 
to "give the ^lonroc doctrine right of 
way In the Western hemisphere." He 
declared It would do so; 

The Monroe doctrine provision, ho 
said, had been objected to as- vague 
because It referred to "such regional 
nnderatnndlnga as the Monroo doc- 
trine " This language was used, he 
said, because the oUier delcgtitos 
thought It wise to. make n specldc ref- 
erence to a policy of one country with-

their own localities. 

The president last night, as In Kan- 
sas City, severely arraigned those 
who opposed the treaty. He said ho 
had the greatest respect for- the United 
States senate, but that there were 
some members of that body who were' 
opposing the treaty for private rea- 
Rons. The others wlio. were- con- 
scientious he described as "Ignorant." 
Mr. Wjlaon declared that the Issue 
"was greater than the senate" nnd 
that he was '"prepared to fight It out 
in office or out of ofilcc^ to the end." 
Big Crowd at Kansas City, 
At Kansas City the president ap- 
pealed to a great crowd to support the 
peace treaty as n charter for a new 
order of world affairs. Making. his 
third speech for the treaty In Missouri 
to a capacity audience, President Wil- 
son spoke In Convention hall, said to 
accommodate 20,000. When the pres- 
ident, accompanied by Mrs. Wilson, 
appeared on the platform tlie crowd 
of which eadi person had n. small 
American flag, arose and. cheered for 
more than two .minutes. President 
Wl'son had been cheered as the .pres- 
idential party paraded through four 
ndles of the city's streets to Conven- 
tion hall. Mr. Wilson was introduced 
by B. A. Parsons, president of Oio Kan- 
san City Chamber of Commerce. 

The special train bearing President 
Wilson and his party arrived . from 
St, Louis at 0:05. The train was hold 
ut ti»e outsklrts'of tlio city for an hoflr 
before coming into Union station. 

Long before the president and his 
party were met by the recepUon com- 
mittee a largo crowd gatiiered on the 
station plaza where the parade 
through downtown streete started. 

Led by the Seventh Ileglment band, 
three companies of troops and a ma- 
chine gun battalion, the party -loft 
Union station in automobiles shortly 
after the arrival of the trahi. 

Speaks Twice at St, Louis. 
St Louis, Sept. 0.— President Wil- 
son left no doubt In tho minds of ills 
audience here that he means to ol>- 
taln the rutillcatlon of Uio pea^o trea- 
ty Ue made two addresses, boUi to 
cap'acity crowds and to tlio first. In re- 
ferring to tho* men In Uie senate op- 
posing tho treaty, ho said in cold, 
crisp language: 

"They rra absolutely conteroptlDio 
quitters If they don't see the game 
through." 

His words electrified the 1.500 men 
nnd women In tho roof garden of the 
H6tel Stntler, brought them to thelB 
feet, sent them climbing chairs and 
tables, and precipitated a roar thnt 
had force enough to disturb the calm 
waters of the MlssUslppl. 

Beautiful sunshine combined with 
n soft breeze and most of the popula- 
tion of St. Louis had the effect of mak- 
ing the president's second day out of 
Washington the most enjoyable thus 
fnr of tl»e trip. The crowds gave tho 
president and Mrs. Wilson a great re- 
ception and the city was decked In 
gala attire In honor of 'the guest. From 
the railroad station to the Hotel Stnt- 
ler, whore the president spent a rest- 
ful afternoon before appearing at tho 
Coliseum, he was driven through cheer- 
ing throngs. Tho people were glad to 
seo him and showed their happiness In 
scores of ways.

"Take It or Leave It." 
Taking notice for the first time dur- 
ing his trip of the proposal of the sen- 
ate- foreign relations committee to 
adopt reservations to the league cov- 
enant, :^^r. Wllson told his hearers that 
such a step not only was unnecessary 
but would mean resubmission of the 
treaty to Gennany. 

In the morning address at Onmha he

An Interview with Sir Douglas Haig, 
printed in the Manchester Gunrdian, 
contains some, shocking Instances of 
the romance and fortunes of war. 

"Promotion," said the field marshal, 
"has licen entirely by merit, and the 
hlgheat appointments were open to the 
humblest, provided he had Uie neces- 
sary qualifications of^vcharacter, skill 
and knowledge. 

. "Many Instances could be quoted of 
men who, from civil or comparatively 
humble occupations, imve risen to Im- 
portant commands. 

"A schoolmaster, a lawyer, a taxicah 
driver and an cx-sergeaut major liave 
commanded brigifdes. ^ 

*'One editor has commanded a dl- i 
vision and another held successfully 
the position of senior staff officer to 
a regular division. 

"Tho undercook of a Cambridge 
college, a clerk tp the Jletropolltan 
water board, an Insurance clerk, an 
architect's assistant and a police In- 
spector i)ecume efficient general stafC 

officers. • " ■ , 

"A mess sergeant, a railway signal- 
man, a coal miner, a market gnnlener, 
an nsBistant'secrclary of a haberdash- 
ery company, a quartermaster ser- 
geant and many private soldiers have 
risen to command battalions. 

"Clerks have commanded batteries. 
"A schoolnmster, a collier, the son 
of ft blacksmith, an Iron molder, an 
Instructor in tailoring, an assistant 
gas engineer, a grocer's assistant, as 
well as policemen, clerks ond privates, 
have commanded companies and acted 

as adjutants." 

These instances are not strange. 
They simw poHsesslon of military In- 
stinct which only required the chance 
to be displayed. 

Analyzing further, of course. It 
could be almndantJy shown that some 
men, although given hlgii ronk, fell 
down lamentably when opportunity 
for work offered. 

-While technical education Is esscn- 
tial, soldiers are bom, not made. 

It would be Interesting to collate 
from our own records some of the 
many Instances of American soldiers 
who rose from the ranks to cnmmls- 
Blons after a brief apprenticeship to 
the profession of arms.

Instances 
on a number of days after which the 
dogs were killed and the digestive 
tract examined both with the naked 
eye and bv the aid of the microscope 
nnd no injury whatever was percepti- 
ble Bcforfc being killed the dogs 
apparently suffered no Inconvenience 
nnd appeared normal. In every way. 

These nndings should eliminate for 
nil time the Idea of glass being the 
cause of death in animals maliciously 
pelsoncd.-W. H. Feldman, Colorado 
Agricultural College, Fort Collins.

Cruelty, 
extravnKnnce and vice:*w.ero the out- 
standing chnrncterlstlcs of the reign of 
Ela'gubalus. Hence, the necessity of 
having conferences of' the sort. 



^ View of Aleppo 

AL'BPPO. the IHlptoe fif -which 
by General -Allenhy on Octo- 
ber 20, 1918, was the culmlna- 
tlon^of the conquest of Syria, 
IK, like Damascus and Konleh, one of 
the ancient cities of the world. It 
may. Indeed,' be older than either; cer- 
tainly It appears in history as early 
as Damascus and before Konleh. It 
was (jne of the Syrian towns captured 
by the Egyptian conqueror, ThOthmes 
in, about '1480 B. 0., and thereafter- is 
of frequent occurrence In the agitated 
annals of those early times, says n 
writer In the Sphere. Under Roman 
rnlo It enjoyed a long period of pros- 
perity. Its ancient Syrian name of 
Halban, or Khalhnn, was corrupted 
by the Greeks Into, Chnlybon, hut It was 
also known ns Borea; .When, after 
ficven centuries of Roman rule, It fell 
Into the hands of the Arabs, It was 
called by them Bfaleb, n nearer approx- 
imation to Its ancient name than the 
Greek Chalybon, . The Venetian and 
other Italian visitors, of whom there 
were many In the middle ages, blun- 
dered Hnleb Into Aleppo — that Is, they 
dropped the aspirate, as Latins so 
often do, sounded tlie flnnl "b" ns a 
"p," and added In the arbitrary fnshloft 
of Romans, Greeks and Italians their 
termination "o." 

The secret of. Aleppo's long prosper- 
ity, which endured oven under Turkish 
rule, Is Its splendid commercial pORl- 
tlon nt'tho Junction of nt least four 
great trade routes. This was porhnpa 
largely diie to the destruction of Pal- 
myra (Tadmor) by Aurelinn, after 
which the bulk of the trade which had 
passed through the city of Solomon and 
Zcnohia now diverted Itself by a 
more northerly route thronfih Al- 
eppo. By caravan It traded with 
Persia and India throuKh Jfesopotn- 
mla, with EKypt by way of Damascus, 
with Asia Minor and Constantinople by 
the ancient route tlirough Taurus, 
In Ronuino-Perslan times the canivnns 
passed by Cteslpho'n.but after the Sara- 
cen conquest wag the half-way station 
on the way to Persia. 

Byzantine Versus Hamadanlte. 

During the middle ages Aleppo's ex- 
istence was a life of stormy magnifi- 
cence. During the earlier wars of the 
Saracens with the eastern Roman em- 
pire It was more than once taken and 
retaken. In the tenth century It be- 
came the seatof a brilliant local dy-. 
nasty from Hamadon In Persia. The 
most noted ruler of this family was 
Seyf-ed-DIn, wiiom the Byzantine his- 
torians call "Khabdanos," I. e., the 
Hamadanlte. Seyf-ed-Dln kept great 
state at Aleppo, and probably the chief 
portions of the present fortifications of 
the citadel were' built by him, though 
It Is quite posslWe that they are older. 
He was n patron of art and literature 
and also n mlplity warrior, who led 
many expeditions against the easterly 
Roman empire with alternate succ(»ss 
and defeat. 

After much success he sustained a 
terrible defeat In 001 In the Taurus 
passes, und himself escnped only by a 
breakneck scramble up n . precipice. 
Next year his fate was upon him, for 
the great Byzantine marshal, Nice- 
phoros PhoUuR, soon to be empornr-re* 
gent, morched nRalnst Aleppo with all 
the available forces of the East. Seyf-" 
ed-DIn mnde desperate efTorts; he ley- 
led all the citizens of Aleppo and. In- 
trenched himself to guard the np- 
pronchcs to his cnpltnl, while In :Mcs- 
npotamln n holy war was proclnhilpd, 
and the troSps of JIosul, Kdcssa, Mhp- 
dln and many other places mhrchcil to 
the relief of Aleppo. Conld nil the.«?e 
forces unite the Byzantine goncrai 
must have boon defeated, but he was 
:Hn prompt that he reached his goal be- 
fore the Mfisopotumluns could arrive. 
By one of those masterly turning move- 
ments which In those days only By- 
zantine generals and Byzantine troops 
could achieve, Phokas flonked Seyf-ed- 
DIn out of his Intrenchments and 
forced him to* flght In tlie open before 
the city gates. He was utterly defeat- 
ed, and ns his beaten troops poured 
bock Into Aleppo sedition broke out. 
The citizen soldiers laid the blame of 
the rout uiron the Arab nnd Turkish 
morcen(irles; they turned their swords 
against one another, nnd amid this In- 
ternecine strife the Byzantine culrns- 
slers stormed the walls and came pour- 
ing Into the streets, sweeping the Inst 
nrmyof "Khabdanos'*' before them In 
rout nnd ruin. For three days the vic- 
torious army wrought Its will on un- 
happy Aleppo, while upon the sack niijl 
destruclinn the fallen emip'and a rem- 
nant of hiK hrmy looked down from tin; 
walls of the ImpregnubJe cltridel, per- 
haps those self-isiinifi.pMt'S of tawny mo- 
scnry wlUch crown the forlrcsw /i!U to 



tfatfl day. When the Mesopotamlans 
arrived they found that Phokas and his 
army had quietly retired with their 
prisoners and plunder, leuTlng mln 
.and destitution behind. 

Aleppo In tho Middle Ages. 

•Aleppo's brief political greatness 
thus fell beneath the hammer^trbkctjof 
Wicephoros Pbokasi.but Ita'CommerclSU 
eminence did notieave It. For two' 
centuries It led a precarious political 
existence — usually In vassalage to the 
(lomltTant great power. It was part of 
tho empire of the mighty Saladin, and 
probably the work of his masons Is to 
be seen today In the citadel walls. 
After Saladin and his house had passed 
away Aleppo fell to tbe Mamelukb sul- 
tans of Egypt.. Thither In 1402 came 
.the terrible TImur (Tamerlane) on his 
way to overthrow the army- of Egypt 
at Damascus. 

TImur left terrible traces of his pres- 
enc9 on Aleppo, but tile city, thanks to 
Its splendid situation,, recovered, and 
for the next century or more. Indeed, 
^was at the height of Its prosperity. 
It was Injured by the discovery of tho 
passage round the Cape of Good Hope, 
but remained great and wealthy uijtll 
1822, when It was smitten by nn earth- 
quake and almost completely de- 
stroyed, with a loss of life calculated 
at the lowest at 20,000 persons. Dur- 
ing the thirteenth, fourteenth and fif- 
teenth centuries It was foremost among 
the trading cities of the world, and Its 
renown spread far and wide. 

It was from Aleppo that the first pio- 
neers of England's Indian trade nnd 
empire started on their long Journey 
to the courts of the moghul emperors. 
Doubtless It was from some of _ them, 
or reports of their Journeys which must 
have been current In Elizabethan 
TiOndon, that Shnkesponro nnd Marlowe 
learned of the oriental citj'. At nil 
events, references to Aleppo are to be 
found In the plays of both — less In 
Simkospoare than In Marlowe, \vho<ie 
bent was clearly In the direction of ori- 
ental glamor. 

Modern Aleppo still suffers from the 
destnictlon wrought by the catastrophe 
of 1822, hut there Is no doubt Ihnt tho 
researchos of skilled nrchcologlsta 
would meet with rich reward In n city 
which has existed continuously for 
4,000 years, which has seen the char- 
loteera of EgypJ^nnd of Kluittl, the 
phalanx of Alexander and the legions 
of Rome, no less than ^he mailed horse- 
men of Byzantium and tho savage 
riders of TImur and S<^lm the Grim; 
The citadel walls still stand Intact and 
Imposing; tho walls.of the Inner city 
are. mainly In ruins.' In the western 
rampart there survives— In the form 
of nn Inscription— evidence of the pres- 
ence of the HIttlte conquerors, who 
wrested North Syria from the weak 
hands of the heretic Pharaoh Akena- 
ten. Tho lint roofs of tlie houses are 
often laid out aa gardens, and south 
and we.st of the city "extend wide 
plantations^ and orchards. Water Is 
supplied by means of an ' ancient 
aqueduct, a relic of the Romim rule, 
which, In Syria, os In Gaul nnd Brit- 
ain, lias left. Indestructible evidence of 
.Its passion for works of practical util- 
ity. There Is much local Indiwtry. nnd 
as. a' principal station on' tho Trans- 
Syrian railway close to the Bagdad 
line, Aleppo still occupies n position 
of great Importance. Under civilized 
rule It has every opportunity of recov- 
ering iLq foniior prosperity. 

"FAMiLY HOTEL" CAUGHT ON 

Ridiculed When First. EstabllBhcd In 

London, Idea Has Met With 

Enormous Success. 

The first "family" or "temperance" 
'■ hotel In London, the forernnner. of 
tons of thousands of such liostelrU-^a In 
all parts of tho world, was opened In 
Covent Garden about 145 years ago. 
An Inn for the .more or less pennnnent 
accomodation of families, and mliius 
bar, \yas an undrenmed-of, thing, and 
other botftl-keepcra laughed the proj- 
ect to. scorn. Despite. tliclr derision, 
tho scheme was successful, and made 
a snug fortune for Its founder, David 
Low, London now has hundreds' of- 
family and, temperance hotels, and the 
United States has thousands of thorn, 

Tho edifice In which Low started 
his hotel Is still standing. The build- 
ing ^vns erected early In the sovon- 
teenth century, and wfts originally the 
homo of, Slr/Kenelm Dlgby. Crom- 
well's council held sessions In the 
building, It la said, nnd It wnit.thij 
scene of Inany.other noteworthy gfttli- 
erlngs bcioro It waa converted Into n 
hostelry. ' ^
